That is the only infer- 
ence that could be drawn from Thursday's 
division, and it is confirmed by a leading 
article in last night’s Westminster Gazette. 
the faithful organ of that section of the 
Liberals, which dwelt upon the advantages 
of an organised Opposition in quite its pre- 
war manner. 

Provided that the Opposition is patriotic 
and not merely factious, Í am disposed to 
think that there may be some advantages 
in the new departure. «1 was one of those 
who regretted the formation of the original 
Coalition on the ground that, in a country 
like this, a homogeneous Administration 
which knows that its critics are ready to 
take its place if it a mistake is 
much more likely to navigate the ship of 
State safely than one which is the result 
of a compromise. My impression is that 
the conduct of the war would have been 
not less efficient and á great deal more 
economical if Ministerial projects had 
been subjected to responsible criticism 
instead of merely to the pin-pricks of the 
Parliamentary ' ‘ snipers.’ 

To-morrow s proceedings in the House of 
Commons will provide no opportunity for 
seeing how the new Opposition intend to 
comport themselves, for the principal basi- 
ness is the consideration of the motion re- 
garding proportional representation which 
Mr. Herbert Fisher is to bring forward in 
his private capacity, and not as a 
Minister. Mr. Burdett-Coutts is to move 
the rejection of the scheme proposed, and 
it ys quite on the cards that the House, 
which showed little disposition to accep! 
proportional representation in any form 
while the Representation of the People 
Act was under discussion, may adhere to 
its former decision. 

Cn Tuesday the Finance Bill will come 
up for second reading, and it is possible 
that the Opposition may seize this oppor- 
tunity for unmasking its batteries. Mr. 
Bonar Law s interruption of Mr. Asquith’s 
speech an Thursday las not been forgotten 
or forgiven, and, although Mr. McKenna 
gave a general blessing to the Budget, that 
will not necessarily prevent him from 

icking holes in the Finance Bill if he 

$ so inclined. The inereased compli- 
cations of the income tax would easily 
furnish him with a handle. 

Up to this afternoon the great new Ger- 
man attack had not developed. The enemy 
was still con tenting himself with raids on 
a larger or smaller scale, which have been 
the feature of the fighting during the past 
ten days. People at home hardiy realise, 
perhaps, the intensity of the strain which 
is thus put upon the defending troops, 
while, owimg to the enormeus size of the 
armies engaged, they scarcely appreciate 
the magnitude of some of these ente! 
prises. A famous military writer, after 
enumerating some twenty-five attacks 
which have bean made on various sectors 
of the Allied front from Nieuport to Mant 
didier during the past few days, remarks 
that “the Germans have not this week 
struck a great blow, the larcest force they 
have used at any point being two div: 
sions.”’ Two divisions equal, even on the 
modern ecale, about 90.000 men. 

According to a Paris correspondent, the 
thurd of the guns which have been 
bombarding French capital has been 
pat out lion.

The London 
Trades Council has emphatically protested 
against the proposed increase mm the cost 
of season tickets, and has appointed a 
deputation to wait on the President of 
the Board of Trade. . It seems unfair that 
people who have been induced to live in 
the outer suburbs by the representation of 
the railway companies regarding low- 
priced season tickets and travelling facili 
ties should now be penalixed. On the 
other hand, there is no sympathy with the 
rich aliens who have flocked to country 
towns and the seaside out of the raid areas. 
lt is estimated that some fifteen hundred 
season tickets have been issued to Brighton 
since January, 1917, for this cause alone ; 
yet people whd have lived at Southend 
all through the war will have to pay ten 
per cont. more for continuing to live in the 
danger some.
